The hero of two generations of 
French soldiers spok e in his first 
interview since he outwitted the 
Gestapo and escaped from France.

“I will not mix up in politics. 
For French patriots there is but 
one politics and that is to gather 
behind the army ”.

A Double Check 
Each quota of drafted men was 
then re-examined at the induction 
centers of which there were about 
125, and here the Army did see 
to it that there was a qualified 
psychiatrist to double check the 
men passed by the local boards. 
Under this double screening, men 
rejected 
for psychiatric reasons 
numbered about five or six to the 
hundred. Today, under new meth­ 
ods of examination, with only the 
most rudimentary check at local 
draft boards 
but with 
a much 
more careful check at the induc­ 
tion centers, the number of men 
rejected as mentally or nervous­ 
ly unsuitable for army life runs as 
high as 8.4 per cent. 
Most soldiers 
being 
inducted 
into the Army have probably not 
been aware that they were being 
psyched. 
They may have noted 
that the man at the end of the 
examining row, the last doctor to 
give them a going over, has been 
a kindly man who had been con­ 
tent to ask a couple of innocent 
questions. 
This last doctor would 
of course have the advantage of 
physical examinations made by 
officers at the head of the line, 
and on the man’s card would be 
reports on heart, lungs, reflexes 
and so on. 
With this data from 
the regular physicians 
and his 
own quick checkup on the inci­ 
dence of mental or nervous dis­ 
ease 
in the family history, 
the 
psychiatrist might find clews to 
identify likely psychiatric cases. 
Then would come the questions. 
Did the soldier like to go out 
with girls? Normal boys do. Sur­ 
prise answers 
to that 
question 
sometimes gave a clew to perver­ 
sion. 
Did the soldier 
have any 
ob­ 
jections 
to going in the Army? 
Unusual replies may have given 
the clew to psychological misfits. 
Had any of the man’s relatives 
ever had a nervous breakdown? 
Phychiatric cases sometimes run 
in families. 


Pershing Had Trouble 


Those are rough, hurried tests, 
but they have prevented the Army 
from 
being 
saddled with many 
future mental cases, which is no 
small saving. 
After U. S. troops 
got 
to 
France 
in the last war. 
General Pershing had to cable the 
War Department asking for more 
careful psychiatric examination of 
men sent overseas. 
For the entire U. S. Army in 
the last war, 
there were 
some 
100,000 neuro-psychiatric casual­ 
ties. 
They occurred at the rate 
of 32 per thousand in the U. S., 
17 per thousand in the A. E. F. 
That shows 
it is 
essential 
to 
eliminate psychiatric cases. 
The saving is great. From 1923 
to 1940 the Veterans’ Administra­ 
tion paid out nearly 1 billion dol­ 
lars for the care of neuro-psychi­ 
atric cases resulting from the last 
war. 
Of the 90 Veterans’ Admin­ 
istration facilities maintained to­ 
day, 27 are exclusively for mental 
cases 
33,000 of them. 
The cost 
for 
each case 
has been 
about 
$30.000. 
That’s why 
the big effort 
is 
made today 
to keep out 
of the 
Army men who may break down. 


Gross 
Vacancy 
Rate ot 
0.8 Per Cent Reported 
by Census Bureau 


Dixon had a gross vacancy rate 
of 0.8 per cent during 
the 
first 
week of November according to a 
sample survey, it was 
announced 
today by Director J. 
C. 
Capt. 
Bureau of the Census. Department 
of Commerce, t he survey, made at 
the request of the National Hous­ 
ing Agency, further shows 
that 
the rental 
vacancy 
rate was 0.4 
per cent. 
In contrast !o the low vacancy 
rate, a substantial majority 
of 
the occupied dwellings had room 
for additional persons. More than 
five-eighths (63.8 per cent) of the 
dwelling units 
were not occupied 
to a capacity 
of 
three-fourths 
persons a room. 
By filling these 
units 
to an average 
of three- 
fourths persons 
a 
room, nearly 
3,500 
additional 
persons 
could 
have been housed. These dwellings 
had 69 per cent of all the rooms 
in Dixon, but were 
occupied by 
only 52 per cent of its population 
(exclusive of 
persons in 
hotels, 
commercial rooming houses, hous­ 
ing projects and tourist 
camps, 
which were nut 
included 
in the 
survey.) 
Overcrowded 
dwelling 
units 
those housing more than one and 
one-half persons a room—made up 
3,4 per cent of the tctal dwellings. 
These units, 
having only 2 per 
cent of all the rooms, were oc­ 
cupied by 6 per cent of the popu­ 
lation. 
The survey 
was an enumera­ 
tion of a sample carefully selected 
to represent structures in all sec­ 
tions of the city.

Now Where Are You, 
Question of Day as 
Henderson Resigns 


Policies 
of 
Successor 
Will Have Effect on 
Every Citizen 


Washington.—And 
now* 
w'here 
are y ou? 
Leon 
Henderson, 
who doesn’t 
scare easily , steps out as price 
boss a fter a y ear of one of the 
most tremendously tough jobs in 
American history . 
Someone else 
will step in. 
Will his successor be tough as 
he was tough, or will he walk a 
tightrope, or will he try to please 
congress, business and the public? 
Whatever that someone 
does 
will a ffect y ou deeply , 
whether 
y ou’re a businessman, housewife 
or steelworker because: 
The cost of living will be in­ 
volved. the cost to y ou. 
A cigar in his hand and a quip 
on his lips, Henderson stood up to 
barbs by congressmen and busi­ 
nessmen. looked them in the ey e, 
back-tracked very little. 
Will his successor try to smooth 
ruffled fea thers? 
But, more im­ 
portant, will he allow any wide­ 
spread holes to be 
knocked in 
price ceilings to meet complaints 
that the present controls are too 
drastic. 
And if he does, how far will he 
go? 
Every one Involved 
You're inolved in the answer. 
If the price ceilings are smash­ 
ed too widely , living costs would 
pop up like Geni out of a bottle. 
If that happened we’d have a 
time squeezing the Geni back into 
the bottle because: 
We are living under wage con­ 
trols now and the taxes coming 
due in March will not be erased. 
If prices went up, so would liv­ 
ing costs, because they ’re one and 
the same thing. 
So there'd y ou be with no more 
money coming 
in—since 
wage 
controls would 
largely 
prevent 
tha t—but more money going out 
on items that cost 
more 
than 


when y our wages went under con­ 
trol. 
Things May Not Happen 
We are not sta ting that these 
things will happen or are likely to 
happen under Henderson's 
suc­ 
cessor but they are 
possibilities 
and it is well to remember: 
If wage earners saw prices g o­ 
ing up on the things they needed 
to buy , they ’d demand tha t their 
wages be adjusted upward, too. 
That could begin a dizzy , vicious 
see-saw with every one losing by 
the deal. 
Henderson was 
blasted 
with 
complaints like these: 
His controls not only were too 
complicated and too costly but 
regulations were piled upon regu­ 
lations, costing 
business 
added 
bookkeeping, records, manpower, 
time, and confusion. 
Housewives had to fill out forms 
for sugar; forms had to be filled 
out by housewives In 30 sta tes for 
fuel oil; in all sta tes forms were 
filled out for gasoline. 
All those 
items were rationed together with 
coffee. 
Aware of Load 
One Washington 
store 
alone 
said it had to maintain a sta ff of 
27 to collect and digest the rules 
which the Office of Price Admin­ 
istration often made, sometimes at 
the request 
of 
retailers 
them­ 
selves. 
Occasionally Henderson 
punc­ 
tured a few price ceilings to ad­ 
just what complaints said were 
hardships. 
But, unabashed by words flung 
a t him, Henderson 
earlier 
this 
month announced there would be 
more rationing, more czars and 
more red tape in 19 43. 
Henderson was aware of the 
terrific load of regulations piled 
upon Americans by his office, for 
price controls offered the g rea t­ 
est complexity in the nation. 
Henderson himself commented 
dry ly on the number of regula­ 
tions last Thursday night after 
telling the president his reasons 
for resigning were impaired health 
and ey esight. 
He 
informed 
newspapermen: 
"My ey esight is g etting worse. 
Reading the fine print of the OPA^ 
regulations has been a factor. It' 
bad enough to have to sign them 
withqut having to read them. too".

Liquor Industry to 
Ration Its Stocks 
on Voluntary Basi s 


New York — < A P )—The liquor 
industry , frankly concerned about 
the need to spread 
its supplies 
over perhaps 4 y ears, already ha® 
begun rationing stocks on a vol­ 
untary basis. 
That doesn't mean a shortage of 
liquor this 
Christmas 
or next 
but— 
The 
nation’s 
230 
distilleries, 
which stopped making liquor Oct. 
8 by War Production Board order, 
now are making 
industrial alco­ 
hol for war purposes; smokeless 
powder, chemicals, sy nthetic rub­ 
ber. 
Therefore the liquor 
supplies 
now on 
hand—about 
550,000.000 
gallons—must la st 
through th® 
war and bey ond. 
Distilleries ure rationing the rec­ 
tify ing plants—which 
make the 
blends—and 
wholesalers. 
Some 
wholesalers have started rationing 
retailers. 
Statewide rationing and curfew® 
are spreading. 
Normal y early consumption 
is 
about 150,000,000 
gallons. 
Thu® 
the present supplies should meet 
normal demands for three y ear®, 
a t least. 
Meanwhile, 
other 
factors will 
help reduce 
l.quor 
drinking by 
putting brakes 
on 
the 
public 
thrist: 
Higher 
income 
taxes, 
higher 
liquor 
taxes, and 
departure 
of 
many men for overseas service In 
the armed forces. 
3 States Dry 
Men in the industry say ; 
They have begun working with 
local committees in military areas 
to curb drinking and for two rea­ 
sons: for the public benefit 
and 
to 
try 
to 
nullify 
complaint* 
against liquor drinking. 
Three states— Kansas, 
Missis­ 
sippi and Oklahoma—are dry .’ 34 
others are partly dry through lo­ 
cal option 
laws; 17 have a mo­ 
nopoly on the liquor business in 
their areas by operating package 
liquor stores. 
Curfew regulations—midnight t® 
the hour—have been imposed 
in 
eight western sta tes by 
military 
authorities for military personnel; 
Louisiana by sta te law* has a mid­ 
night curfew for the armed forces; 
there, is curfew 
in certain citie® 
in 15 other states. 
Liquor is being rationed to the 
public 
now in 
North 
Carolina, 
Washington, Virginia 
and 
Ohio 
according to Allied Liquor Indus­ 
tries. Inc. Those sta tes are in the 
monopoly group which operate the 
liquor stores in their territory . 
Liquor men estimate total taxes 
on a gallon 
cf liquor at 
$8.16. 
This includes the $6 federal ex­ 
cise tax (raised from $4 Nov. 1), 
$1.03 as an average state excise 
tax and $1.13 in indirect taxes. 
Total federal revenue from dis­ 
tilled spirits in 19 41 was $725,- 
000,000 while sta te and local rev­

Declaring’ that control of pow­ 
erful labor unions over war pro­ 
duction of the nation jeopardize* 
national safety, the Illinois Manu­ 
facturers’ Association has sent a 
resolution to all member* of con­ 
gress asking for an investigation 
and exposure of the operations of 
the National W ar Labor Board. 
The resolution seta forth; 
■ The National W ar Labor Board 
is engaged in the systematic ex­ 
tension and maintenance of the 
control of powerful labor union 
leaders over the war production of 
the nation. 
"We believe that such control 
over war production jeopardizeea 
the safety of the nation. 
"We urge upon the congress a 
thorough investigation and public 
exposure of the operations of the 
National W ar 
Labor 
Board, 
a 
thorough consideration of the im­ 
plications of 
the 
National 
W ar 
Labor Board, and the enactment 
of legislation necessary and ap­ 
propriate to guard our war pro­ 
duction and our national safety 
from this critical menace.” 
Service to W ar Effort 
James 
L. 
Donnelly, 
executive 
vice-president of the Illinois Man­ 
ufacturers’ Association comment­ 
ing on the resolution said: 
“Congress can render a genu­ 
inely valuable service to the war 
effort, to the American workman, 
to the American public, 
and 
to 
American management by an im­ 
mediate and thorough investiga­ 
tion of the operations of the Na­ 
tional W ar Labor Board. 
“The W ar Labor Board, in con­ 
formity with policies which have 
been militantly promoted by the 
chairman of the W ar Labor Board 
in conjunction with the four union 
labor leaders on the board, who 
purport to speak for labor and 
the four public members of the 
board, who purport to speak for 
the public, is engaged in a sys­ 
tematic effort to impose the prac­ 
tical equivalent 
of 
the 
‘closed 
shop' with the vicious ‘check off’ 
system upon 
American 
workers 
and American management. They 
have camouflaged this device un­ 
der the high sounding, intriguing 
title of ‘union 
maintenance’

Power In Unions 
“The practical effect of this de­ 
vice which the W ar Labor Boartf 
has camouflaged as ‘union main­ 
tenance’ and ‘union security’ is to 
vest increasingly in the labor un­ 
ions and labor leaders the domi­ 
nation and control of the work­ 
men of America and therefore, to 
give these labor leaders practical 
control over the 
war industries 
and war production of America. 
The serious threat to our war 
production program involved in 
this issue will 
be 
immediately 
clear to anyone who is familiar 
with the relaities of employment 
relations. 
“The practical effect of this pol­ 
icy of the W ar Labor Board is to 
incite labor union organizers in

THEY REVIEW INTERESTING SU BJECTS 


In one of the groups last week 


we ran across a class of pretty 
girls being instructed in the rudi­ 
ments of fire control and fire pre­ 
vention. Were they planning to be­ 
come auxiliaries to the fire fight­ 
ers at GROP? Yes, in a way. We 
all should be auxiliaries in this 
matter of fire protection around 
the plant but these young women 
we’re discussing, were getting a 
general education in Plant Safety. 
Under the instruction of H. P. 
Claus, Clyde Aurand, 
and Fred 
Miller of the Safety Department, 
every group of new trainees gets 
about ten hours 
of 
instruction 
along various lines, all designed to 
make them Safety conscious. 
For instance, they are shown 
motion pictures 
illustrating 
the 
subject they are discussing. One 
of the films, “Grime Does Not 
Pay” shows the value 
of 
good 
housekeeping to the various jobs 


along the production line. Another 
film, “Fire,” accompanies a man­ 
ual demonstration of fire exting­ 
uishers and what to do or not to 
do in an emergency. 
The classes are given instruc­ 
tions to detect and report sus­ 
picious circumstances that might 
indicate sabotage. 
Following the 
instruction 
they are given 
the 
fundamentals to be observed in 
handling all kinds of materials, 
which they will later use along the 
lines in their various tasks. Com­ 
plete schooling in this course will 
follow as each of the individuals 
is assigned to a certain job. 
This is an important little class 
that meets every day to discuss 
Safety Habits of assimilating in­ 
structions, of asking questions, of 
learning to think in the terms’ of 
the three cardinal steps of GROP 
production — Safety, 
Quality, 
Quantity, all are taught in this 
class.
